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PECAN PLANTING 
LAID OUT BY 
4-H MEMBERS 


By Tom Casaday 


Several 4-H Cjub members 
and oluers have asked me a 
bout pisnungy pecans and also 
about teriilizing and manage- 
meno, Recommended varieties 
for South Alabama are Stuart 


-and Desirable, ‘lrees may be 


planted in November, Decem- 
ber, danuary, and February, 

Trees pianted now have a 

better chance to live than those 
planted later. Space pecan trees 
60 feet apart,, Where trees co- 
ver a fairly large area it is good 
to plant to a winter legume- 
frass mixture like vetch and 
rye grass or crimson clover and 
rye grass, These crops add fer- 
tility to the soil and also pro- 
vide grazing, Coastal Bermuda 
or regular bermuda for summer 
grazing is excellent, It is dif- 
ficult to get a good crop of pe- 
cans each year for there are so 
many things involved. Youne 
trees should receive 2-3 pounds 
of 8-8-8 fertilizer for each year 
of its age in addition to that 
used under the legumes 
grass, 
On trees 15-20 years old use 
500-660 pounds of 8-8-8 per 
acre in February or March, And 
if a fal] cover crop is planted 
use 500-600 pounds of 0-i4-14 
per acre, If Bermuda sod _ is 
present, use 50 pounds of nitro- 
gen per acre in early summer, 
4-H Projects— 

February is 4-H project re- 
porting month for Coffee's 4-H 
club boys, There are about two 
dozen projects boys may select 
from, Boys do their best work 
with a project they enjoy work- 
ing with. And they need the 
encouragement and backing 
that only parents can give, 
Let's al] join together and 
make 1859 a banner year for 
4-H projects, 

Livestock— 

Each year more and more 
boys become interested in hog 
and cattle projects. Livestock 
projects are more popujar be- 
cause most boys like to work 
With animals. Our feed supply 
is the only thine that holds 
back livestock production. In 
my opinion, farm income in. 
Coffee County will increase ov- 
er the years, if it increases, 
from livestock rather than cot- 
ton and peanuts, I'm encourag- 
ing livestock projects in every 
way possible, because we  he- 
lieve that the opportunities 
are before us.

Social Security 
Tied To Earnings 


Higher earnings, up to $4800 
per year, can now be credited 
to individual social security ac- 
counts, according to a remind- 
er statement issued by Harry 
N. Scott, district manager, So- 
cia] Security Administration, 

The new earnings base far all 
workers under the social secur- 
ity system replaces the old 
$4200 per year ceiling which 
was in effect from 1955 through 
1958. 

The increased base wil] apply 
to future social security bene- 
fit determinations as well as 
social security tax _contribu- 
tions, Mr, Scott said. It means 
that many individuals whose 
earnings exceed $4200 per year 
Will pay more beginning in 
1959 and will also get more 
when benefits become due. 

The higher tax and benefit 
base reflects the genera] in- 
crease in carning levels in the 
past few years and the princi- 
pal of keeping benefits related 
to earnings, It wil] result in 
greater over-al] old-age, death, 
and disability protection for 
most people under sociaj secur- 
ity, Mr. Scott said,
